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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 09/25/06, 03/12/07, 
03/25/08, and 06/04/08 are being considered by the examiner. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the rigid elements of 
claims 9, 10, 11, and 1 8 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Smith et al. (5,611,284) in view of Gedenk (2002/0089102). Smith et al discloses a 
railway bogie comprised of a frame and a pair of wheel and axle assemblies fitted with 
the frame. Each axle 26 is equipped with a pair of spring assemblies 60 and a pair of 
dampers, mounted to either side of the axle. The spring assemblies are connected to 
each other by a bridge 68 that extends below the axle 26 and is bolted at either end to 
the accompanying spring. This arrangement is shown in figure 1 and in more detail in 
figures 2 and 3. Smith et al discloses the bogie and spring assembly as described 
above. However, Smith et al does not disclose the use of hydraulic springs mounted 
with each axle. Gedenk discloses a hydraulic spring assembly comprised of a series of 
elastomeric pads fitted with a hydraulic reservoir and plunger. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have applied a hydraulic spring assembly 
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like that of Gedenk to a bogie assembly, like that of Smith et al, with the expected result 
of increasing the damping characteristics of the springs, thereby extending the life of the 
axle, bogie and frame components; [claim 5-6] see paragraph 21 of Gedenk; [claim 7] 
elastomeric springs (60) of Smith et al.; [claim 8 and 12] see paragraph 0005 of 
Gedenk; [claims 9-11] see figure 1 of Gedenk; [claim 14] see paragraph 0021; [claim 
15] see paragraph 0021; [claims 16-20] see paragraph 0021-0024 and figure 1.
